A correspondent of the Canada Farmer 


details a conversation he bad with a man 
from Devonshire county, England, who 
was apprenticed when a boy to n larmer 
there by a parish. 
On lauding in Canada 


he had halfa sovereign left, a wife uud one 
child, fle soon fount! work and hctter pay 
than in England where he could earn only 
fourteen pence a day. He worked fcr 
wages six years, when buying saved "a bit 
of money" he hired u farm. We quote from 
the conversation : 


Master had a farm that lie left, 
fle 


could not get any one to keep it more then 
one or two years, and they generally made a 
ioor mouth at thereut.as the farm w.ia so 
jad; and well it might bo bad, for ihey sold 
every thing olf it, aud never ied even the hay 
or straw; it was very foul, too, with weeds. 
At last no one would take it, and I told 
master that the reason uo one could do well 
was because they did not know how to farm. 
. knew tbisfroiu mj experience in England, 
where we used to farm well and raise lots .of 
lock on oui' turnips, and get plenty of man- 
ure. Besides, wo always used there with 
>ur ttu'uips guaao and bone dust, and were 
Hire of agood crop. So master let uio the 
jlace at rather more then three dollars per 
acre, which Is too much rent; but I was glad 
o get it any way. I got a team of horses, 
! 


and theic were enough buildings on the place 
o make a shift with, aud master promised 
o put up more if I paid my rent and did the 
autl justice; so we strapped to work; we got 
little stock about us, aud I worked the 


and as well as 1 could; but for the first three 
'ears I had to work out, with my horaes to 
ly thy rent." 
-How long did it take YOU to get the laud 
sat was out of condition into a good state; 
I suppose you had no manure?" 


"No I had none; it took three years. I 


fallowed it, ploughed In green stun" as much 
as I could ; I soou got some nzauure togeth- 
er aud raised turnips, for I coulo* have done 
nothing without them, I manure lor tur- 
nips In the'fall. As soon as I got turnips I 
got stock, aud fatteu* them, and sold them 
aud made manure. 
Then the laud began 


to get better and I raised capital crops of 
barley, then clover and finally I got to raise 
gome tidy wheat. I had great trouble though 
to struggle on with my small means; but I 
bad managed lo get through my trouble, 
uud I now get good crops on all the laud ex- 
cept one piece, which is very light and poor. 
That piece however, raises pretty good crops 
sometimes, aud Is getting better."
